SOLID RED & TORTOISE SHELL SOCIETY OFFERS 
THREE TROPHIES TO ALL-AMERICA WINNERS 


Trophies for the 1949 All American 
Solid Red Male, 1949 All American 
Solid Red Female, and the 1949 All 
American Tortoiseshell Cats will be 
presented to owners by The Solid Red 
and Tortoiseshell Society, according 
to an announcement by Mrs. Ilda Ams- 
packer, president of the organization 
following a meeting of the officers and 
members in Akron, January 22. 


The awards will be an annual fea- 
ture of the club which was organized 
January 8 at Columbus, Ohio with the 
object of improving the color and type 
of the Solid Reds and Tortoiseshells. 
Breeders and exhibitors of Reds and 
Tortoiseshells in every section of the 
United States and Canada are auto- 
matically eligible for the three awards 
irregardless of club affiliation of the 
owner or the show rules of the exhibi- 
tions in which the cats were exhibited. 

It is not necessary for an owner of 
a Solid Red or Tortoiseshell which 
wins ‘the All American title to be a 
member of The Solid Red and Tor- 
toiseshell Society, although it is ex- 
pected that exhibiting owners will hold 
membership in the organization if in- 
terested primarily in the breeding and 
raising of these colors. 

The action taken by The Solid Red 
and Tortoiseshell Society marks the 


* first formal recognition of the All 


American rankings by a cat society or 
club in America, although the majority 
of clubs staging exhibitions indicate 
in their programs and advertising that 
the show is “All American rated” for 
points, 

It is believed now that other special- 
ty clubs will carry out similar plans 
for awarding All American cat owners 
with trophies in recognition for su- 
premacy of a particular color, breed 
and sex classification of their cats in 
North America through the medium 
of direct competition throughout one 
full season of exhibitions. 

Since the inception of the All Ameri- 
ean rankings and the sectional list- 
ings in 1947, many interested breeders 
and exhibitors have requested to pre- 
sent memorial awards in behalf of 
departed pets. These suggestions have 
been declined with thanks and appre- 
ciation by the publisher. Also several 
firms have inquired about presenting 


a trophy annually for the All Ameri- 
can Cat of the Year. However, the 
publisher has declined pointing out 
that such a gift may defeat the pur- 
pose of the rankings and cause com- 
plications between the donor, the own- 
er of the cat, and the publisher of this 
publication. 

The All American rankings are 
based on a mathematical system ap- 
plied to the results of every cat show 
in the United States and Canada irre- 
gardless of association sanction. Points 
are accumulated by each cat exhibited 
in every show in its respective breed, 
color and sex classi‘cation, with addi- 
tional point credits for major wins in 
the exhibitions. These include Best 
Cat, Best Champion and Best Novice, 
together with the respective Opposites. 

The cats qualify for All American 
titles first by winning a sectional title, 
determined by the geographical loca- 
tion of where the owner resides. The 
sections for 1949 are Eastern, Mid- 
western, Southern, Northwestern, 
Western and Canadian. A cat, to win 
the title of All Eastern, must be owned 
by a person living in the Eastern part 
of the United States. The cat must 
have scored more points in competi- 
tion in its own breed, color and sex 
classification than any other similar 
Eastern cat. For the 1948-49 season 
which comes to a close with the Royal 
Canadian exhibition at Toronto, March 
18-19, a cat must have competed in 
three or more shows to earn a sec- 
tional title. The season opened August 
22, 1948 at Bellflower, California. An 
owner of a cat may enter the exhibit 
in any section of the United States or 
Canada. Thus, a cat owned by an ex- 
hibitor residing in San Francisco, may 
enter a show in Cleveland, Boston, 
Miami, Chicago or Toronto etc., but 
the points accumulated by that cat in 
other sections of the United States and 
Canada, can apply to that cat’s record 
for the one show season only as an 
All Western competitor. If the cat is 
sold by the Western exhibitor to an 
owner in the South, Midwest, East or 
Canada, the cat still will be given a 
Western classification. The following 
year, 1949-50, the cat will compete 
for points in its new section depending 
on the residence of the owner. 


Cats representing their specific sec- 
tions as Best in that section, then 
compete against others of their own 
breed, color and sex classification 
with the other sectional winners (on 
paper). For example, the All South- 
ern Tortoiseshell will compete against 
the Tortoiseshell represented as 1949 
All Eastern, All Northwestern, All 
Western, All-Midwestern and All Ca- 
nadian. The Tortoiseshell cat of the 
five sections, with the highest point 
score, is then acclaimed 1949 All 
American Tortoiseshell. The All 
American cat, irregardless of breed, 
color and sex classification which has 
the highest point total of the entire 
listing of All American cats, is then 
named as the 1949 All American Cat 
of the year. 

Cats with a point score of less 
than 25 cannot be considered for All 
American ranking in 1949. It is doubt- 
ful if any one cat can successfully win 
an All American title unless it has com- 
peted in at least three shows during 
the exhibition season. 

A cat which has competed in three 
or more shows, may have been de- 
feated during the season by a cat that 
only appeared in one show. This does 
not prove that the defeated cat has 
not earned the title of All American 
in its breed, color and sex classifica- 
tion. Nor does it prove that the win- 
ning cat should be named All Ameri- 
can; since the winning cat in this ex- 
ample, is superior to the defeated cat 
ONLY IN THE OPINION OF ONE 
JUDGE. 

The All American rankings include 
every competing cat on the North 
American continent and is the con- 
sensus of opinion of every judge offi- 
ciating at a show during the 1948-49 
season, worked out with the skill of 
mathematics applied to the results tak- 
ing into consideration the number of 
competing cats in a show, totals in 
classifications, and extra point credits 
for major show awards. 

Club affiliations and political align- 
ment mean nothing whatsoever with 
the sectional and All American awards. 
Four conscientious individuals resid- 
ing in separate sections of the United 
States and Canada, unknown to each

It used to puzzle me a great deal 
when various cat fanciers wrote and 
told of their experience of their cats 
being treated for infectious gastro- 
enteritis chiefly or even soley with 
penicillin, and that the cats had re- 
covered even when their condition was 
thought hopeless. 

During the recent war, serums were 
scarce and at times almost unobtain- 
able and when a cat became sick with 
distemper or infectious gastro-enteritis 
the Veterinarian was hard pressed to 
find any effective weapon to combat 
this dread disease. Penicillin is a won- 
der drug against certain types of bac- 
teria but is known to have little or no 
effect on the virus organisms, Such a 
thing, then, as infectious gastro-en- 
teritis would seem outside the realm 
of action by penicillin for this disease 
is known to be caused by a filtrable 
virus. Is the bereficial action of peni- 
cillin due to its destructive action on 
secondary invading organisms or does 
it act in some other, not yet discover- 
ed, way to aid in cure? 

We see a condition in human beings 
that makes one consider the secondary 
role for penicillin. On thyroid disease 
which is treated with the drug ‘propyl- 
thiouracil’ patients sometimes begin to 
show a reduction in white blood cells 
and particularly the kind of cells that 
the body uses to fight infection—the 
polymorphynuclear leucocytes. When a 
person loses these white blood cells he

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PENICILLIN 
IN THE TREATMENT OF 


ENTERITIS 


By Dr. L. H. Fairchild 


is in a serious condition and is a fine 
subject for pneumonia and other dis- 
eases which can well cause death. It 
has been found that the use of large 
doses of penicillin have restored the 
white blood cells to normal. 

Several years ago the investigators 
Hammon and Enders discovered that 
in cats affected by gastro-enteritis or 
distemper the white blood cells soon 
almost disappeared from the blood 
stream or were quickly reduced in 
number to dangerously few. This was 
a characteristic feature of this disease 
which they called a ‘panleucopenia’. 
It could easily be demonstrated by 
simply taking a drop of blood from the 
ear of the sick cat and doing a blood 
count. In the treatment of this condi- 
tion one must keep in mind that the 
effect on the blood comes quickly, 
within a day or two after the cat 
shows signs of illness, sometimes with- 
in 24 hours. The earlier he receives 
treatment the better. 

I am convinced that early treatment 
with anti-enteritis SERUM is the best 
and most effective treatment but I 
think it is very advisable to also give 
penicillin and give it repeatedly, even 
beyond the time the infection is under 
control. In this way relapses and sec- 
ondary infections may be prevented. 

The use of the TISSUE VACCINE 
(please note the difference between 
vaccine and serum—vaccine for pre- 
vention and serum for treatment) re- 
mains the most efficient protection 
against this disease. I am happy to 
see that so many fine cats have been 
vaccinated in the past few years. I 
should hate to try to raise kittens 
without it. In the 7 years that we have 
been using the vaccine in our cattery 
we have not had a major break in the 
immunity.

HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 2—SIAMESE SECTION (1911 TO 1949) 


BY CHARLES A. KENNY

After 1910, the Siamese Cat came in- 
to its own in America. 

Heretofore, the Breed was very lit- 
tle known. Few breeder-exhibitors 
possessed a Siamese simply because 
they did not have the financial means 
to purchase a specimen. Most Siamese 
were imported from England; but the 
animals for the most part were closely 
inbred and thereby subjected to many 
ailments, and were an open victim for 
the ravages of Gastro-enteritis. 

Many people in America received 
Siamese as gifts from contacts in the 
Orient; or had purchased them in 
their travels abroad as “souvenirs.” 
They had no interest in the estab- 
lishment of the Breed, nor did they 
know that such an activity as the 
American Cat Fancy even existed. Us- 
ually this group called upon the vet- 
erinarian and had the pet altered be- 
fore pressing it into service as a dec- 
orative household ornament. 

Thus, the reader can readily under- 
stand why the propagation of the Sia- 
mese in America during the early 
days remained practically at a stand- 
still. 

Only the tenacity of the interested 
American breeder, reinforced by en- 
thusiasm and _ sufficient capital tc 
make purchases of Siamese, enabled 
the Breed to become thoroughly estab- 
lished in America and to reach the 
great popularity this Cat enjoys among 
catlovers today. 

Average purchase price of a Sia- 
mese cat from England then usually 
totaled’ not less than one thousand 
dollars; plus transportation charges 
and other fees. This is a conservative 
figure. Often the prices were much 
higher, and for ordinary specimens at 
that, unproven in anyway. A proven 
English show specimen of Siamese 
never reached America; and one can 
certainly not bring the English breed- 
er to task for this action. The strug- 
gle to breed and raise strong Siamese 
cats in England was similar to that 
in America at the time. 

As for American bred stock, second 
and third generation, it commanded 
prices of $200 up to $1,000 determined 
of course on ancestry. Thus price, de- 
termined by supply and demand with 
the very common risk of death in the 
offing, were the gigantic handicaps 
that plagued the growth of the Sia- 
mese breed in America for many years. 

Fortunately America did have sev- 
eral breeder-exhibitors with that nec- 
essary enthusiasm and the very im- 
portant bank account to overcome the 
stalemates that retarded the Breed. 
They gambled with death and inferior 
stock, and more than one enthusiast 
lost life savings in her quest for Sia- 
mese. Or else she became disgusted 
and turned her attentions elsewhere 
including her back on the love of cats. 

One of the pioneers in the establish- 


ment of Siamese in America, other 
than those who have been named pre- 
viously, was Miss Jane Cathcart of 
Oradel, New Jersey. She was primarily 
interested in domestic short hair cats 
and established the Black Short Hair- 
ed Cattery, stocking up with the finest 
domestics to be found in America. 
Soon she became interested in foreign 
varieties, and made several special 
trips to Europe, bringing back with 
her the very best specimens of Sia- 
mese, Abyssinians, Australians and 
Russian Blues that could be found in 
England and on the Continent. 

She advertised extensively in cat 
publications of the day as well as in 
New York’s newspapers. She built a 
tremendous trade in cats resulting 
with her establishing a branch cattery 
“office” in Rochester, N. Y., with Mrs. 
Elizabeth L. Brace in charge. Mrs. 
Brace was the original founder and 
publisher of THE CAT COURIER, and 
later became a much sought for judge. 

Miss Cathcart knew just about 
everything concerning the _ raising, 
breeding and showing of cats. She had 
a flair for showmanship and _ this, 
coupled with her good business judg- 
ment and sufficient funds in the bank, 
made her “hobby” a well-paying suc- 
cess. She attended nearly every exhibi- 
tion with her animals and in this way 
built sufficient contacts for sales to 
every section of America. She operat- 
ed what is believed to be the first Cat 
Boarding House in America where 
owners could send their pets in an 
emergency. The Black Short Haired 
Cattery, Inc., was big business, and 
it is assumed that Miss Cathcart is 
one of the very few whose cattery 
activities has never bathed in red ink. 

Her first outstanding Siamese cat 
was the male, Champion Siam de Paris, 
which she brought back with her from 
France on her first cat-seeking ex- 
pedition. Siam was always a popular 
entry at shows and usually gave a 
good account of himself, helped no 
doubt by the publicity that his mistress 
always acquired when she attended 
shows. 

Miss Cathcart always made the 
headlines of the cat journals of the 
day, and often the New York news- 
papers with unusual publicity ideas 
which rewarded her handsomely. To 
prove this point, she publicly offer- 
ed to trade her Siam de Paris “for any 
short hair cat or cats to the value of 
$150 or sell him for that figure.” She 
placed large display advertising mak-

ing this announcement. The trade was 
never made, however the cat was sold 
for $475, the purchaser requesting to 
remain anonymous, and the Champion 
quietly passed from the show rings. 
Perhaps the greatest p«rsenality in 
the Siamese cat world of the day 
whose activities did much io establish 
the Breed in America is the late Mrs. 
H. G. Dykhouse of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. Originally a breeder of Blue- 
Eye White Long Hairs and Silvers, 
Mrs. Dykhouse was a powerful figure 
in the Cat’ Fancy throughout the 
country, and practically up to the time 
of her death in the middle Thirties. 
She had imported outstanding cats 
from Europe and left little time be-

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hind in her quest for the very best 
stock that money could buy. She orig- 
inally imported the famous Blue-Eye 
White Long Hair, Y Brenin Gwyn, 
which compiled a notable record as a 
show cat and a sire of exquisite stock. 
He was one of the few top-ranking 
show cats of England that ever came 
to American ownership. Upon the 
death of this cat, Mrs. Dykhouse turn- 
ed her attentions to Siamese with the 
express purpose of establishing the 
Breed in America irregardless of the 
cost. She combed the catteries of Eng- 
land and America and of course ob- 
tained excellent stock. Her first pur- 
chase was that of Ananda, a female 
from Mrs. Chilcott of England, that 
had been sired by Champion Kew King 
of Siam, conceded to be the finest 
Siamese in England at the time. She 
followed this up with the purchase of 
the male, Romeo Siam, a first genera- 
tion American bred of the breeding by 
Mrs. L. A. Swift of Lake Forest, Ill. 

Mrs. Dykhouse added other illustri- 
ous stock from the very best that could 
be obtained anywhere. Of the fifteen 
known Best Cat awards annexed vy 
Siamese in sanctioned all breed ex- 
hibitions between 1895 and 1949, Mrs. 
Dykhouse won two. Her first success 
took place in Minneapolis in January 
1912 when Romeo Blue Bell won at 
the first annual show of the Minne- 
apolis Cat Club. Her second award was 
achieved in January 1916 at South 
Bend, Indiana, where Romeo Me Yome, 
a female, was judged Best at the South 
Bend Cat Club. 

But despite these two wins, her 
male, Romeo Kee-Wan-Kee was hailed 
the “best Siamese male in America” 
by The Cat Courier in a 1917 issue 
under the signature of Gertrude E. 
Taylor. 

Mrs. Taylor herself one of the out- 
standing breeders and authorities on 
Siamese Cats judged that South Bend 
show. It is the only instance in her 
entire long and varied career as a 
judge that she presented the award 
of Best Cat to a Siamese. 


When the Siamese Cat Society of 
America was founded in 1909, Mrs. 
Dykhouse was its president. Later she 
became an outstanding judge, eagerly 
sought throughout the country. It was 
while attending these exhibitions coast- 
to-coast that she managed to obtain 
many unusually fine Siamese speci- 
mens for show or breeding purposes. 
However, in her lengthy career as a 
judge, Mrs. Dykhouse never awarded 
a Siamese a Best Cat title. 

Dr. G. D. Hindley of Carpenteria, 
California was the Far West’s greatest 
pioneer of Siamese during the Golden 
Era extending between 1910 and 1916. 
For many years he quietly pursued the 
study of the Breed obtaining the 
very finest stock from the Orient and 
England, and selecting with care un- 
usually fine specimens in America. 
Perhaps the Doctor’s best purchase 
was that of Guyo, a male, who had 
won Best Cat award in the show at 
Santa Barbara, California in January 
1910. Guyo, at the time of the exhibi- 
tion was owned by Mrs. C. C. Park of 


Los Angeles, from whom he purchased 
the Cat. This show was held under the 
rules of the Western Cat Association, 
a small organization limited for the 
most part to Southern California, dis- 
solving itself after a short span two 
or three years later, 

Dr. Hindley was already in posses- 
sion of a truly fine female called Mar- 
cova, registry unknown. From Guyo 
and Marcova, he obtained several fine 
litters of supurb stock including Romeo 
Blue Bell, purchased by Mrs. Dyk- 
house, winner at Minneapolis. Romeo 
Blue Bell died a few weks after that 
memorable exhibition. The loss was a 
great one since the cat was acclaimed 
by many experts who attended the 
show, as the finest female Siamese 
ever to appear in an American show 
ring. Fortunately Mrs. Dykhouse had 
bred Blue Bell to Romeo Kee-Wan-Kee, 
her well-known male. From the litter 
arrived Romeo Blitzen Benz, an excel- 
lent stud that made a great name for 
himself throughout the Midwest and 
Canada. Romeo Kee-Wan-Kee was an 
English import, and as indicated pre- 
viously was selected as the outstand- 
ing male Siamese in America by Mrs. 
Taylor. 

The East’s outstanding personality 
as far as pioneering of the Siamese is 
concerned is Mrs. F. Y. Mathis of 
Greenwich, Conn, originally a breeder- 
exhibitor of excellent Long Hair 
stock, who later interested herself 
with Foreign Short Hairs. Like Mrs. 
Dykhouse, she availed herself only of 
the best English and American lines 
and of course met with marvelous suc- 
cess not only in the show rings but in 
the sale of her stock as well. 

Mrs. Mathis scored the first of her 
two Best Cat awards for Siamese in 
January 1913 at New York City at the 
annual show of the Atlantic Cat Club 
with Mr. H. J. Vidal judging. Cham- 
pion Lady Sonia was placed against 
the cream of the Long Haired cats in 
the East and Midwest. Little thought 
was given that Sonia would have a 
chance, so that the reader can under- 
stand the great surprise that must 
have occurred when the judge dra- 
matically placed the Best Cat award 
on the cage displaying this lovely lit- 
tle female. 

In 1915, Mrs Mathis scored her sec- 
ond win with a Siamese in the show 
staged at Greenwich, Connecticut with 
the female, Sonitska, Mrs. Elizabeth 
L. Brace judging. Later Mrs. Mathis 
became a well-known judge and her 
services were in constant demand. 

The late Gertrude E. Taylor, orig- 
inal secretary of the Siamese Cat So- 
ciety, was another pioneer of the 
Breed and did much to advance the 
interest in the Cat by her activity on 
behalf of the Society, her illuminating 
articles in The Cat Courier, and the 


the appointment of secretary of the 
Penn State Cat Club left vacant by the 
resignation of Mrs. Max Fiedler. 
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fine stock she obtained in America 
and from overseas. Her most famous 
Siamese was perhaps, Hjalmar of 
Salina, a male, which was sold to Mrs. 
B. E. Watson, and which was Best 
Cat at the show staged at Aurora, 
Illinois, September, 1915. 

Many cat publications of recent or- 
igin have indicated that the first time 
a Siamese cat ever won Best in an 
all breed exhibition took place at the 
Detroit Persian Society event on Sep- 
tember 7-8-9, 1925, when Siamese Star 
Adamina, a Seal Point female, owned 
by Mrs. H. E. Naatz won the award 
under the judging of Mrs. F. G. 
Mathis. These statements are incor- 
rect as proven by the foregoing ma- 
terial presented herewith. 

Statements also have appeared in 
cat publications from time to time 
that never in the history of the Cana- 
dian Cat Fancy has a Siamese gone 
Best Cat in a sanctioned all breed 
show. On August 10-11-12, 1925 at Van- 
couver, B. C., Canada, Mon Dek Lik, 
a male, owned by a Mrs. Schwartze, 
was judged Best by Mrs. B. E. Watson. 

Most recent occasion in which a Sia- 
mese was named Best Cat transpired 
at St. Louis in November 1946, when 
the Blue Point female, Dbl, Ch. Vee 
Roi’s Lantara Gene, scored under Mrs. 
John Revington of Bristol, Tenn. This 
cat later in the year became 1947 All 
American Blue Point Female and 1947 
Cat of the Year Opposite Sex. She was 
bred and is owned by Mrs. R. H. 
Hecht of Normandy, Missouri. 

Sandwiched between the win at St. 
Louis and the Detroit Persian Society 
Exhibition of 1925 when Siamese Star 
Adamina won the nod of the judge, 
three Bests have occurred at El Paso, 
Texas. Mrs. C. C. Strange of El Paso 
was the owner of these Siamese. In 
1935 and 1939, Champion Valhalla’s 
Mahatma M.K. Gandhi, a Seal Point 
male, won the award, while in 1936, 
Valhalla’s Kwangtung, a Blue Point 
male, turned the trick. 

In 1914 at Columbus Ohio, the first 
annual show of the Ohio State Cat 
Club was held November 4-5-6, Mrs. 
Elizabeth L. Brace judging. Wee Jitsa, 
a Siamese female, owned by Mrs. F. 
L. Norton of Casanovia, New York, 
won Best in Show. 

There have been many unsanctioned 
shows in which Siamese Cats have 
been named the Best Exhibit or Best 
Pet, but to date we have found in our 
research that in the fifty-four year 
history of the American Cat Fancy 
only fifteen Siamese have won the 
title of Best cat in an all breed sanc- 
tioned exhibition.

one of the most brilliant Black Long 
Hair cats in the United States today, 
in the second of a series of Great 
American Cats. 

He is Champion Great Lakes Char- 
coal, owned by Mrs. H. P. Shipe of 
Detroit, Michigan, and was sired from 
imported stock, August 17, 1940. 


Charcoal was a prize of the show 
rings throughout the East, Midwest 
and South and boasts the achievement 
of never having been defeated in 
competition against a Black Cat any- 
where, and only once in his great cam- 
paign did he not capture Best in Show 
award. This happened to be in New 
York, where he was named Reserve 
Best Cat to the winner.

9,600 Entries and a Barrel of Fine Publicity 


1,000 PRIZES 
HAS CITY AGOG 


One of the most successful pet pro- 
motions of 1948 was that centering 
around a little kitten with seven toes, 
which took place at Berkeley, Calif. 

The kitten belongs to Van Robert 
Bierbaumer, who operates a pet shop 
in that city, Mr. Bierbaumer propelled 
the little seven toed kitten into front 
page headlines and pictures, ran a 
naming contest in which there were 
over 9,600 entries and virtually made 
him a civic enterprise. 

The name contest, sponsored by the 
Berkeley newspapers, drew the atten- 
tion of local merchants and they went 
all out with offerings of more than 
1,000 in prizes, including practically 
everything from 500 lbs. of ice, a car 
wash, a sheer blouse to a substantial 
allowance on electric repairs. Among 
the top prizes was a “mystery” golden 
chest which had reposed in the pet 
shop window and that when opened, 
produced a large and handsome trophy 
supporting a Victory figure. 

The name finally selected by the 
judges was “Mr. St. Ives.” It is based 
on the verse— 

“As I was going to St. Ives 

I met a man with seven wives 

Every wife had seven sacks 

Every sack had seven cats 

Every cat had seven kits (But only 

one had seven toes) 

Kits, Cats, sacks and wives, how 

many were going to St. Ives?” 

Not the least of Mr. St. Ives’ bid for 
stardom was his own scintillating per- 
sonality and his ability to be highly 
photogenic in any attitude, either in 
play or repose. 

During the contest he resided in a 
window of a leading department store, 
set up with props such as a gilded 
sleeping basket lined with a red velvet 
cushion, and surrounded by a galaxy 
of fancy toys, including a cat-nip 
scented scratching pole. Amid all this 
luxury, he further endeared himself 
to his public by ignoring the elegance 
of his appointments and doing most of 
his cat napping stretched out on the 
floor. 

Mr. St. Ives’ fame spread afar and 
it became difficult even for his twenty- 
four toes to keep pace with the de- 
mand for personal appearances. With 
a police escort and enthroned in a 
gilded cage, he made a visit to the

FORTY THREE ALL-AMERICAN CAT NOMINATIONS 
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EXHIBITION OF CAT IN ART OPENS IN NEW YORK 
COOPER UNION MUSEUM SHOW REMAINS UNTIL APRIL 2 


The Goddess Bast, “Lady of the 
Moon,” that intriguing animal the cat, 
is seen in many forms in the exhibit 
“Nine Lives: the Tale of the Cat in 
History and in Art” which opened at 
the Cooper Union Museum for the Arts 
Decoration, February 24. 

Covering the rise and fall of different 
cat cults and touching on cat swper- 
stitions from Egypt to the present day, 
charms and fragments from Ancient 
Egypt have been collected as well as 
writings showing the cat as the God- 
dess Bast, and as a venerated sacred 
animal. There are coffins of the Egyp- 
tians’ pets included in the exhibit. 

A twelfth-century Japanese painting 
on silk, the first cat pictured in the 
Zen Buddhist religion, is among the 
material on display, which includes 
an eighteenth-century Chinese por- 


celain night lamp, and ivory, jades, 
bronzes, ceramics, and textiles from 
Persia as well as Japan and China. 

Freya, whose chariot was supposed- 
ly drawn by cats in the days of early 
German cat worship, and the Salem 
witch persecutions is recalled in the 
display on cat superstitions. 

Coy, sweet, sentimental cats on Vic- 
torian Christmas cards, and Currier &

CAT PELT BUSINESS BOOMS IN AUSTRALIA 


Domestic cat skins are bringing 
about 55c on the open market in 
Australia according to advices receiv- 
ed through a newspaper column sent 
to CATS from Australian readers. 
During the period from March 1948 to 
October, between 3,000 and 4,000 do- 
mestic cat skins have been marketed 
in Victoria province. 

The following appeared in The Mel- 
bourne Sun: 

“I asked a wholesale furrier if 
he was handling many domestic 
cat skins these days. ‘Plenty’, he 
said, slamming a specimen bundle 
down on the counter. At his sug- 
gestion I got in touch with a man 
who has the raw domestic cat 
skin trade at his fingertips, and 
asked him how things were in his 
trade. 

“*Well’, he said, ‘since March 
between 3,000 and 4,000 domestic 
cat skins have been marketed in 
Victoria.’ 

“Was there any possibility that 
cat-snatching was going on? I 
asked. 

“ ‘Nothing like that’, he replied. 
‘All these skins come from the 
country, and 99 per cent of them 
come from domestic cats gone 
wild. which have been caught by 


rabbit trappers.’ 

“*Aren’t 4,000 skins rather a 
lot? Are you sure there’s no... 
er... cat-snatching?’

Bureau of Washington, D. C., was 
asked the question, “when were cats 
introduced into the United States?” 
The following answer was. given 
which proves of more than passing 
interest: 


“There appears to be no record of 
the first cat in what is now the 
United States, though it is reasonable 
to suppose that these animals were 
brought over by early colonizing 
parties. The domestic or short-haired 
cats are supposed to have entered 
Europe by way of Gibraltar and many 
reached England and America. Cap- 
tains and crews of trading vessels 
probably brought cats to the Atlantic 
ports of the United States, and at an 
early date there were numerous cats 
in Maine. Manx cats were introduced 
to New Jersey in 1820 and raised at 
the Hurley farm at what is now 
Tom’s River. In old manuscripts cats 
are referred to as early as the 1740’s. 
There are records of domestic breeds 
in South America before the coming 
of the white man.”
